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Falling numbers due to poor weather blamed for move 

PLUG PULLED ON 
SANDWELL SHOW

THE plug has been pulled on 
the Sandwell Show, after 36 
years, council bosses have 
announced. 

It comes hot on the heels of the an¬ 
nouncement that the City Show in 
Wolverhampton was axed. 

Falling visitor numbers due to bad weather 
has been partly blamed for shelving the free 
event, which attracted more than 100,000 peo¬ 
ple at its height. 

Sandwell Council said it also believed the 
two-day show held at Sandwell Valley over the 
August bank holiday weekend had become ‘out¬ 
dated’. Bosses are planning to replace it with 
a month-long summer festival at the beauty 
spot in August, which they believe will appeal 
to more people. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and the environment, Councillor Maria 
Crompton said it was now looking for a firm to 
help stage the replacement event in August. 

“We’ve been plagued by bad weather over the 
August bank holiday weekend for the past three 
years which has had an impact on the crowds. 

Variety 

“While we’ve had many great Sandwell 
Shows over the years it has become a bit out¬ 
dated and needs a refresh. As a result we’ve 
decided to review the show and we are now 
looking for an outdoor events partner to join 
us putting on a summer festival of fun during 
the month of August which we hope will appeal 
to more people and provide greater variety for 
visitors,” she added. 

Smethwick councillor Richard Marshall said 
he agreed it was time to retire the show in its 
current format. “It’s been the same for at least 
20 years with nothing new added to it over 
the years. It’s become tired and outdated,” he 
added. 

Lee Judge, of West Bromwich, who ran the 
popular Judgestock mini-music festival as part 
of the show in 2013, said: “It’s a shame it’s end¬ 
ing after so long - there’s nothing else like it for 
people in Sandwell.” 

Last year thousands braved the damp 
weather to attend the event which featured 
stunt riders on quad bikes, heavy horse logging 
demonstrations and a live falconry display. 
In 2007 the Sandwell Show was downsized in 
order to safeguard rare breeds of farm animals 
from foot and mouth. While in 1997, the show 
was cancelled altogether due to council budget 
cuts before being brought back the following 
year. Firms interested in getting involved in the 
festival need to apply by June 3. More details

Post Office jobs at 
risk, unions warn 

MORE than 70 jobs are thought to be at 
risk at two Post Office handling centres in 
Birmingham. 

The Communication Workers Union 
(CWU) and Unite have now called on the 
Post Office management to resign in pro¬ 
test at Government funding cuts to the 
service. 

The job losses being broken to staff on 
Tuesday come on top of an expected loss 
of hundreds of others across the country.

Former landfill site 
to be housing estate 

WORK is expected to start soon on building 
200 homes on a former landfill site in West 
Bromwich after developers cleared the final 
hurdle. 

Mar City Homes is creating the develop¬ 
ment on the former T&S Elements site off 
Hall Green Road and Needwood Grove in 
Stone Cross. 

Members of Sandwell Council’s planning 
committee, led by Councillor Steven Frear, 
gave the scheme the nod after casting their 
eyes over the final details of the development 
such as layout and housing design.

AN artist from West Bromwich has used his 
formative childhood experiences to put to¬ 
gether an exhibition on the history of trans¬ 
port across the region. 

Chris Holloway, currently has his ‘Trans¬ 
port of Delight’ exhibition on display at the 
Museum of Cannock Chase, in Hednesford, 
near Cannock, containing 36 oil paintings of 
the trains, cars and buses people used to get 
around in yesteryear. Chris, aged 69, grew up 
by the Greater Birmingham canal and used 
to catch four buses a day to get to and from 
school. He says this has formed the backbone 


of his exhibition, which runs until June 19. 
He said: “I have always been interested in 
older methods of transport. 

“It goes back to when I was a youngster, I 
always found the variety of transport availa¬ 
ble to people fascinating. As time goes by the 
old cars, boats and buses become symbols of 
a different era. I used a lot of old black and 
white photographs as a base for my different 
pieces, copying them, adding bits here and 
there and then using colour to bring them to 
life.” 

The exhibition features oil paintings of pas¬ 


senger and freight transport from the early 
19th century to the present day - mainly from 
the Midlands. 

Whether of railways, canals, trolley buses, 
ocean liners and aircraft, each painting has 
a story to tell which is included in the exhi¬ 
bition. 

Mr Holloway says the reaction from the 
general public has been ‘excellent’ so far. 

He said: “I have had a lot of positive com¬ 
ments left in the visitors book, which is excel¬ 
lent for me.

£50,000 ceiling on new mayor's salary 



Lord Jones ‘ambassadorial’ 


THE role of mayor of the West Midlands 
Combined Authority will command a 
salary of no more than £50,000, it can 
be revealed. 

The region is set to elect a mayor in 
May next year to run the new combined 
authority, WMCA, with powers over 
transport and infrastructure and con¬ 
trol of a budget of hundreds of millions 
of pounds. It was expected to command 
a salary in excess of £100,000, but bosses 
have revealed that a lower figure has 
been agreed. 

Speaking at the Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership annual confer¬ 


ence, WMCA board monitoring officer 
Keith Ireland said the mayor’s salary 
was expected to fall between ‘£40,000 
and £50,000’. 

The figure falls well short of newly 
elected Mayor of London Sadiq Khan’s 
salary of £143,911. An elected mayor 
was stipulated as part of the deal for the 
WMCA that was announced by George 
Osborne last November, despite there 
being widespread opposition to the 
role across the region. Meanwhile Lord 
Digby Jones has called for party poli¬ 
tics to be ‘kept right out’ of the WMCA, 
which comes into force on June 10. 


He said: “Personally I would like to 
see an elected mayor that is not from 
a political party. I see the position as 
an ambassadorial role. I want to see 
the mayor kicking ass in London, or 
in Dubai persuading Tata Steel to put 
money into our region. Can you imagine 
us having an anti-capitalist mayor look¬ 
ing out for our business interests? There 
is no way that could be considered to be 
in the best interests of wealth creation 
in the West Midlands. 

“Please let us not have someone who 
is tribal and allows themselves to get 
bogged down with local politics.” 


Indian tales saved are 
for future generations 

TRADITIONAL Indian folk tales 
are being preserved for future 
generations through an innova¬ 
tive arts project. 

Black Country Touring has been 
travelling around the region collect¬ 
ing stories, some of which have been 
unheard for more than 50 years, to 
ensure they are not lost forever. 

The tales have been used to create a 
new show, which will tour Sandwell, Wol¬ 
verhampton, Doncaster and London. The 
material will also be recorded in an on¬ 
line archive. The Tongue Tied & Twisted 
project has given the selection of the folk 
tales, legends and myths a theatrical twist 
thanks to a Heritage Lottery Fund grant 
of £28,000. 

Fifty people shared stories, which have 
been interpreted from their original lan¬ 
guage into English and brought together 
with a blend of urban hip hop and classi¬ 
cal south Asian sounds by storyteller Peter 
Chand and music producer, Pavan Chand, 
from Wolverhampton, who is also known as 
PKC the first. 

Wisdom 

Dawinder Bansal, producer of the show, 
said: “The tradition of passing folk tales 
down through the generations is dying out 
and we knew it was important to capture 
this wisdom before it was too late. As the 
elders recalled the stories they were told as 
children their eyes twinkled, knowing their 
voices would live on for decades to come.” 

Mr Chand, who grew up in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton using Punjabi as his first language, 
worked with groups around the Black 
Country, including Sandwell Asian Family 
Support Service, St Chads Asian Women’s 
Group and Wolverhampton Elder Asian 
and Disabled Group. He said: “Storytelling 
is an immediate and exciting way to engage 
instantly with audiences. What I love about 
Tongue Tied & Twisted is that it is steeped 
in the past but very much grounded in the 
present.” 

The first performance will be at West 
Bromwich’s Oak House Museum on May 
26, at 7.15pm. The show will visit Thimble- 
mill Library in Smethwick on June 4. Black 
Country Touring works with voluntary and 
professional promoters to create, choose 
and present the professional productions 
and events for local communities.

City venues to raise seat charges 


THE cheapest ticket prices at two 
major venues in Birmingham are 
set to rise - as the upper seating 
blocks are closed off. 

Bosses at the Town Hall and 
Symphony Hall have confirmed the 
upper circle and grand tier will not 
be open for the new season, which 
begins in September. 

Visitors hoping to purchase the 
cheapest seats will be faced with 
rises of more than 30 per cent. 

This could mean people using 
cheaper seats higher up have to 


fork out more cash for higher 
priced seats lower down. 

Price changes will see ticket 
prices raised from £27.50 to £32, 
£33.50 to £42 and £38.50 to £50. 

Visitors can achieve discounts 
on prices by booking at least three 
shows ahead of time. 

All concertgoers will gave to pay 
£3 for commission for each tickets 
- instead of £2.50 for each transac¬ 
tion. The new season of concerts 
which starts in September to Au¬ 
gust 2017 has been rebranded as 


Birmingham Classical - a change 
from the previous title of the Bir¬ 
mingham International Concert 
Season. After five years on hold, 
the cheapest tickets are going up 
31.5 per cent from £9.50 to £12.50. 
Top priced seats will be £50. 

Nick Reed, the new chief execu¬ 
tive of Performance Birmingham, 
said more than half of seats had 
fallen in price. 

He said: “Top price tickets have 
not increased, though prices for 
some seats have increased.” 


Disruption 
due with 
works near 
roundabout 

MOTORISTS face a chaotic couple of 
days as roads near a major roundabout 
in West Bromwich are overhauled. 

Repairs to the road surface near the 
Swan roundabout on the Black Country 
New Road will see the roads shut for 
nearly 24 hours on-and-off from Satur¬ 
day evening to early Monday morning. 

Sandwell Highways have revealed the 
busy junction - near Bristol Street Mo¬ 
tors and the town’s Premier Inn - will be 
shut over the weekend for ‘resurfacing’ 
and ‘road marking’. 

Roads bosses have said the road will 
be closed from 6.30pm on Saturday until 
4am on Sunday - before reopening for 
four hours then closing again from 8am 
to 12pm. Engineers will then be back 
on the scene from 6pm on Sunday until 
4am on Monday. 

UKIP Councillor Philip Garrett said 
there was no doubt the work would 
cause ‘disruption’. 

Councillor Garrett said: “They just 
need to make sure that it’s done within 
the time. “The work just needs to be 
done as fast as practically possible.” 

A Sandwell Highways statement said: 
“In order to facilitate carriageway resur¬ 
facing work Swan Roundabout on the 
Black Country New Road will be closed 
on Saturday, from 6.30pm to 4am and 
on Sunday, from 8am to 12pm. The road 
will reclose on Sunday evening at 6pm to 
4am for road marking works. 

“Traffic will be diverted via...Black 
Country New Road, Old Meeting Street, 
Black Lake, Hill Top, New Street, Har- 
vills Hawthorn, Bagnall Street, George 
Henry Road, Black Country New Road 
- and vice-versa. 

“Access for emergency service access 
will be maintained unless it is unsafe to 
do so.” 

Digby, reluctant 
backer of Brexit 

LORD Digby Jones says he plans to vote 
Brexit in the EU referendum as he her¬ 
alded ‘Asia’s century’ and branded the 
Euro bloc as ‘something that was really 
good for another time’. 

The former CBI boss says he made 
the decision to vote ‘leave’ with ‘a heavy 
heart’ but ‘was left with no choice’ due 
to the EU business model ‘being com¬ 
pletely busted’. 

However Lord Jones, who was trade 
minister under Gordon Brown, said he 
believed Britain would vote to remain, 
a decision he says ‘will solve absolutely 
nothing’. 

Speaking at the Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership annual confer¬ 
ence, Lord Jones said: “I will be voting 
to come out of the EU on June 23, but I 
will do so with a heavy heart. I’m not a 
Eurosceptic. 

“The EU was something that was re¬ 
ally good for another time, but the next 
84 years belong to Asia. Quite how Eu¬ 
rope deals with that will define the fu¬ 
ture for the Black Country.” 

He added: “The UK is a free-trading, 
open, globalised economy. Sadly, the EU 
is not.”

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Crackdown 
sees anglers 
reeled in by 
agency staff 

A CRACKDOWN on illegal fishing 
saw 23 anglers who were flouting the 
law reeled in by Environment Agen¬ 
cy officers. Agency staff were out in 
force across the West Midlands over 
the recent bank holiday weekend in a 
bid to catch anglers who were fishing 
without a rod licence. 

Over the three-day weekend en¬ 
forcement officers found 396 anglers 
fishing legally at locations across 
the region. Officers used their local 
knowledge to catch offenders and 23 
were reported for fishing without a 
valid licence. For the minority of an¬ 
glers who flout the rules, the most 
common offence is fishing without a 
valid licence. Fishing without a valid 
licence could land you with a fine of 
up to £2,500 and a criminal record. 

Four anglers who were caught fish¬ 
ing without a licence were fined at 
Walsall magistrates court. 

David Flores, from Erdington, was 
ordered to pay a £220 fine, £127 in 
costs and a £22 victim surcharge after 
being caught fishing at Foxhills Fish¬ 
ery on Pinfold Lane, Walsall, last Sep¬ 
tember despite not having a licence. 

Another Birmingham man, John 
Galloway, was caught on September 
29, the same day as Flores, again at 
Foxhills Fishery and ordered to pay 
the same fine, costs and surcharge. 

James Harrop, from West Brom¬ 
wich, was caught without a licence at 
Moorcroft Wood Pool, Moxley, on Oc¬ 
tober 9 and was ordered to pay a £147 
fine, £127 in costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge. He wrote to the court to 
apologise, saying he ‘had never fished 
before and never will again’. Walsall 
resident David Perry was fined £84, 
ordered to pay costs of £127 and a 
victim surcharge of £20 for exceeding 
the number of lines he was permitted 
to use at Sneyd Reservoir, Bloxwich. 

To help the continuing crackdown 
on unlicenced fishing Environment 
Agency bosses have urged people to 
report illegal activity by calling them 
on 0800 80 70 60 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Gas jobs threat 
taskforce row 

THE acting leader of Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil has written to Sajid Javid asking 
why a decision to form a government 
taskforce to look at potential job loss¬ 
es at British Gas’s Oldbury site has 
apparently been ‘watered down’. 

Councillor Steve Eling penned the 
letter to the Business Secretary after 
Warley MP John Spellar expressed 
fears that the Government would play 
‘little more than a background role’ in 
the taskforce. 

David Cameron had previously said 
ministers would be deployed to assist 
the near-700 under threat workers at 
the firm’s Swallowfield One offices. 

Mr Eling wrote Sandwell Council 
had been in contact with Mr Javid’s 
office ‘to ascertain the planned re¬ 
sponse and offer our focused support’. 


Mosquito ousted from role by panel

DEPUTY Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Yvonne Mosquito has lost her 
£65,000-a-year job after being ‘disrespect¬ 
ful’ and causing added ‘grief to the family 
of a teenager killed in a drive-by shooting. 

A disciplinary panel ruled she committed 
‘serious misconduct’ by making an unan¬ 
nounced visit to the home of 18-year-old 
Kenichi Phillips in Ladywood. 

And Police and Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson said she did not get per¬ 
mission for the visit, it had broken a contact 
agreement between the police and the fam¬ 
ily and made the job of murder detectives 
more difficult. 


Ms Mosquito, who denied allegations of 
misconduct, had said she went in a ‘pasto¬ 
ral’ capacity and not as Deputy Police and 
Crime Commissioner. 

Sources said she tried to recruit the fam¬ 
ily to join a peace march that was being or¬ 
ganised in Birmingham following their son’s 
murder. 

The panel found Ms Mosquito had left her 
commissioner business card with the family 
and therefore went in an official capacity. 

Mr Jamieson said Ms Mosquito has re¬ 
fused to apologise for causing upset to the 
family and interfering with the investiga¬ 
tion: “The panel found that the actions of 


the Deputy Commissioner clearly interfered 
with operational policing. The panel found 
that, based on evidence submitted by both 
Kenichi Phillips’ family and the force, the 
visit caused ongoing upset and distress to 
the family and, at the time, damaged the 
relationship between the family and West 
Midlands Police in the middle of a complex 
and sensitive murder investigation.” 

Ms Mosquito’s contract as deputy com¬ 
missioner expired last week and now Mr 
Jamieson is axing the post in favour of hir¬ 
ing two assistant commissioners. 

Ms Mosquito’s union Unite said will ap¬ 
peal the decision. 


Former leader gets 
second suspension 


THE former deputy leader of 
Sandwell Council has been sus¬ 
pended from the Labour Party - for 
a second time. 

Mahboob Hussain was only reinstated 
to the party at the start of this month. 
His previous suspension was overturned 
after a police probe into land deals ended 
with no charges brought. 

However, party bosses confirmed on Tues¬ 
day that Councillor Hussain had again been 
suspended by Labour. 

A West Midlands Labour spokesman said: 
“Councillor Mahboob Hussain has been sus¬ 
pended from the Labour Party.” 

The news of his suspension emerged just 
days after Sandwell Council confirmed the 
long-delayed publication of a report into land 
sales at the authority had been pushed back 
even further. 

The council had planned to publish the 
Wragge Report this week but has postponed 
that after a party named in the document sent 
a legal letter to the council. 

Advice 

The independent report was commissioned 
by former council leader Darren Cooper in 
April last year to look into the sale of six coun¬ 
cil-owned sites between 2011 and 2014. 

Chief executive Jan Britton last week said 
the report would be published after the author¬ 
ity took Queen’s Counsel advice. 

Mr Britton subsequently wrote to councillors 
confirming the publication would be delayed by 
‘at least a few weeks’ while the new legal chal¬ 
lenge was dealt with. 

His letter on Friday said: “As you are aware, 
it was the intention to publish the Wragge Re¬ 
port and legal opinion of the independent QC 
at some point in the week commencing May 16. 

“The council has now received a pre-action 
protocol legal letter for a Judicial Review from 
solicitors acting on behalf of one of the parties 
named in the Wragge Report. 

“I have taken further legal advice from the 
QC acting for the council and he advises that 
the publication must be delayed in order to deal 
with this legal challenge.” 

Councillor Hussain could not be contacted 
on Tuesday, while Sandwell Council chose to 
make no comment on his suspension. 


Thieves target manufacturer

THIEVES broke into an Oldbury 
manufacturing firm’s base and 
made off with computers and the 
company safe - totalling nearly 
£15,000. 

Gilca’s premises in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road was targeted late 
on Saturday night. The firm’s 
bosses believe a group of crooks 
broke in, cut the alarm system 
and phone lines, and escaped with 
eight computers and the company 
safe. Added to the damage caused 


the total bill could be between 
£12,000 and £15,000. 

Company chiefs have urged 
members of the public who might 
have seen anything late on Satur¬ 
day night or in the early hours of 
Sunday to get in touch with police. 

The break-in was discovered on 
Sunday afternoon when accounts 
secretary Natalie Roberts drove 
past and saw a broken window. 
UK sales manager Lez Coupland 
said: “We need to be in touch with 


all our customers. But because of 
the damage they’ve done to the 
phones it’s difficult. 

“It’s been impossible really be¬ 
cause all of the phone lines have 
been down - so all the company 
calls have been coming into my 
mobile. You can’t run an inter¬ 
national business with just an 
iPhone.” 

Gilca supplies foam and rubber 
based products to make-up firms 
and also to Jaguar Land Rover.

Future of council care home in balance 


THE last council-owned residential 
care home in Sandwell could be shut 
down, after council bosses revealed 
they will consult on its future. 

Sandwell Council chiefs were set 
to launch a 12-week consultation 
on the future of Fountain Court in 
Bearwood starting this week. The 
home cares for 16 older people with 
dementia. 

Cabinet member for health Coun¬ 


cillor Yvonne Davies said the author¬ 
ity ‘wanted to hear people’s views’ on 
what they think of the Millpool Way 
home. A review into the care home’s 
value for money from autumn last 
year concluded that the service ‘can 
be provided more cost effectively’. 

Cabinet member for health, Coun¬ 
cillor Yvonne Davies, said: “At this 
stage, no decisions have been taken. 

“Our adult social care budget is 


under rapidly increasing pressure, 
and we want to hear people’s views 
on all the options for Fountain Court 
before making a decision.” 

A report states: “Fountain Court 
in Bearwood supports 16 older peo¬ 
ple with dementia, and is the only 
remaining council owned residential 
care home in Sandwell. 

“In Autumn 2015 Fountain Court 
was included in an Adult Social 


Care review of its directly provided 
services to consider and evaluate if 
these services are being delivered in 
the most appropriate way and to im¬ 
prove value for money. 

“Following the review it is pro¬ 
posed that alternative options for 
the future delivery of the residential 
service at Fountain Court are consid¬ 
ered and that this proposal forms the 
basis for consultation.” 


Drivers face fines as 

cctv to be installed

DRIVERS could face fines 
of up to £90 as coun¬ 
cil chiefs are set to rub¬ 
ber-stamp plans to enforce 
CCTV in a busy West Brom¬ 
wich street. 

Traffic restrictions through 
the pedestrian town square on 
part of New Street have contin¬ 
ued to be ignored by large num¬ 
bers of motorists. 

More than 3,000 vehicles are 
being driven through New Street, 
past Sandwell College’s Central 
Sixth campus each day. 

Now the council is looking to en¬ 
force CCTV on the street and fine 
those who go against the regula¬ 
tions. 

A charge of £60 will be imposed, 
which will be reduced to £30 if paid 
within 14 days but increased to £90 
if not paid within 28 days. 

Two cameras will be fixed in place 
at either end of the road section, 
costing around £34,000. 

Costs of ongoing maintenance and 
software for up to five years will be 
around £6,000, but the council ex¬ 
pects additional costs of £5,000 per 
year subject to processing the num¬ 
ber of penalties. 

In March it was reported cameras 
will be installed, but private hire 
taxi drivers hit out at the move, 
saying it causes discrimination be¬ 
tween cab drivers, as only Hackney 
Carriages will still be allowed to use 
the lane. 

Cabinet member for highways 
and environment councillor Maria 
Crompton has backed the move and 
believes the street will benefit from 
the lack of congestion. 

She said: “This isn’t about fining 
people, this is about the safety of pe¬ 
destrians using the road and to put 
a stop to thousands of drivers ignor¬ 
ing the signage every day. 

“This scheme will see the num¬ 
bers cut from around 3,000 vehicles 
driving through New Street every 
day to a few hundred, which will 
make a huge difference to the traffic 
in the area.” The report was due to 
be discussed at last night’s cabinet 
meeting. 


Euro-rebel Chris leads Brexit battle

A FORMER Black Country MP who defied David Cam¬ 
eron by rebelling in a Commons vote over EU powers 
has now unveiled a giant ‘Vote Leave’ poster at a mo¬ 
torway junction. 

Chris Kelly, who represented Dudley South for the 
Tories between 2010 and 2015, has put the huge an¬ 
ti-Europe banner up at Junction 1 of the M5 motorway 
in West Bromwich. 

The 37-year-old slammed the Prime Minister’s ‘failed 
renegotiation’ and accused the Government of using a 
‘campaign of subterfuge’ to conceal the true picture of 
Britain’s future should the ‘remain’ camp prevail. 

Mr Kelly quit at last year’s general election to return 
to his family’s multi-million pound business, Keltruck. 


A passionate Eurosceptic, Mr Kelly regularly voted 
for an EU referendum during his time in the Commons 
and once defied the party whip by voting against ceding 
greater powers to Europe. 

He said Britain should ‘seize the opportunity’ and 
vote to leave the ‘undemocratic European Union.’ 

“If we vote leave next month, we can take back control 
of our courts and deport dangerous criminals who are 
currently protected by EU law,” he added. 

“As a Conservative MP I used to work with David 
Cameron and his team in Parliament, but I have since 
been left deeply disappointed by his failed renegotiation 
which has not, and will not, change our relationship 
with the EU.” 


Robber was 
foiled after 
attempted 
theft of bag 

A QUICK-thinking firefighter who 
foiled the escape of a robber - and re¬ 
duced the thug to tears - was praised 
by a judge. 

Andrew Shakespeare from Smeth¬ 
wick fire station was passing in his 
car when he saw Kevin Bishop flee¬ 
ing by bike after snatching the bag of 
Rebecca Evans in Beacon View Road, 
West Bromwich. The off-duty fire¬ 
fighter cut in front of the 33-year-old 
forcing him to fall off the bike, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

As Bishop got to his feet he was 
thrown to the ground by Mr Shake¬ 
speare who had rushed from his ve¬ 
hicle and pinned the robber down by 
kneeling on him as others joined in, 
continued Mr Oliver Woolhouse, pros¬ 
ecuting. Among those who dashed to 
the scene as Bishop was held until 
police arrived was the mother of Miss 
Evans who gave him a verbal lashing. 

The robber, who was now in tears, 
apologised to the 35-year-old victim 
when led away. Her bag - which was 
recovered - had been grabbed from 
her shoulder as he cycled past while 
she walked to Tamebridge Parkway 
train station at 8.50am on December 
2 . 

Father of two Bishop, a drug addict 
from George Road, Erdington, pleaded 
guilty to robbery and was given an 18 
month jail term suspended for two 
years with 150 hours unpaid work. 

Recorder Ciaran Rankin said: “You 
were detained because of the very fast 
actions of a bystander. You then apol¬ 
ogised to the victim which leads me to 
believe you are genuinely sorry.” 

Record-breaking 
month at airport 

PASSENGER numbers through Bir¬ 
mingham Airport were at a record 
level again in April. 

It was the 14th consecutive month 
of record-breaking growth. In total, 
872,833 passengers were handled at 
the airport - up by 13.2 per cent com¬ 
pared to the same month last year. 

Long-haul routes experienced the 
greatest rise in demand, with 41.2 per 
cent passenger growth on April 2015, 
while short-haul routes saw a 9.7 per 
cent growth rate year-on-year. 

Paul Kehoe, chief executive at Bir¬ 
mingham Airport, said: “April was 
a very significant month seeing us 
announce two new direct scheduled 
services to China with Beijing Capital 
Airlines. We also welcomed the arrival 
of Czech Airlines to Birmingham Air¬ 
port.” 

Conference goes into

Academies 
climbdown 
welcomed 
by schools 

THE Government’s climbdown over 
plans to force all schools to become 
academies has been welcomed in the 
Black Country with leaders saying 
each school should be free to choose. 

The U-turn by Education Secretary 
Nicky Morgan came after a backlash 
by unions, Tory MPs and councils to 
the proposal to take schools out of 
local authority control by 2022. The 
Government announced the initial 
plans in its budget to force around 
17,000 mainstream schools in Eng¬ 
land to be taken out of the control of 
local education authorities. 

Andrew Burns, principal of Ormis- 
ton Forge Academy in Cradley Heath, 
praised the move saying each school 
should be free to choose - despite 
being part of an academy trust them¬ 
selves. He said: “I am pleased that 
they have used common sense and 
that systemic solutions will be at the 
forefront.“Each school should be free 
to choose what they wish to do and 
what feels proper for them and their 
learning choices.” 

In January 2012, the school became 
an academy sponsored by Ormiston 
Academies Trust. 

Mr Burns added: “We are part of an 
academy trust ourselves and we feel 
that works well for us.” Two-thirds 
of secondary schools have already 
converted but 15,000 schools do not 
currently have academy status. 

Academies are independently run - 
but state-funded - schools, overseen 
by a not-for-profit business, known as 
an academy trust and they are often 
part of a chain.”

MEMBERS of an Army Reserve 
squadron from Dudley received the 
royal seal of approval at Buckingham 
Palace. 

The Royal Yeomanry were formally 
presented with their cavalry standard 
and colours, known as a guidon, by 
their Royal Honorary Colonel - Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra. 

Warrant officer Jonathan Astley 
attended and called it ‘absolutely 
amazing’. “I think the beauty of the 
Army Reserve is that the experiences 
you get are so varied,” he said. “It can 
be marching down the street, training 


in some far flung place while a lot of 
the guys have done active service. It is 
one of those things that the more you 
put in the more you get out. 

“I’ve been involved since 1989 and 
have just been lucky to hang in there, 
stay useful and give something back.” 

On Saturday May 7, The Royal Yeo¬ 
manry were presented their new regi¬ 
mental guidon at Buckingham Palace. 

This replaces the individual Squad¬ 
ron Guidons with a single regimental 
version and includes the Battle Hon¬ 
our Iraq 2003, which they earned as 
the only formed Reserve Unit to serve 


in theatre at that time. Also included 
are battle honours from the Boer 
War, the First World War and Second 
World War where the regiment’s fore¬ 
bears fought with distinction. 

The Royal Yeomanry is made up 
of squadrons based in Nottingham, 
Dudley, Croydon, Telford, Leicester, 
Fulham and the Royal Yeomanry 
Band based in London. Major Adam 
Tyler, the officer commanding the 
Royal Yeomanry B Squadron, said: 
“This was a unique honour for our 
regiment and I am really proud of all 
the soldiers from B Squadron.” 


Jail for unlicensed driver 
who hit policeman in car 


AN UNLICENSED driver hit a police 
officer a glancing blow while speed¬ 
ing away from a garage forecourt, a 
judge was told. 

Dylan Coffin panicked after recognising 
Pc Aaron Pugh who was climbing from an 
unmarked car that had deliberately tried 
to block him in at Sainsbury’s supermar¬ 
ket fuel station in Blackheath. 

The 22-year-old prolific offender accelerated 
from the petrol pump where a friend was fill¬ 
ing up the Seat which police had been hunting 
for several days after it failed to stop when re¬ 
quested, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The car hit the open driver’s door and left Pc 
Pugh with a back injury that kept him off work 
for eight weeks, revealed Mr Nicholas Smith, 
prosecuting. 

The injured officer had dealt with him in re¬ 
lation to another matter just days earlier and 
Coffin was heard to shout ‘It’s Pugh’ before 
making the rapid exit. 

The Seat Leon was first spotted in Long 
Lane, Blackheath and seen again minutes 
later on the garage forecourt of Sainsbury’s in 
nearby Halesowen Street on June 28 last year 

Shocked 

Mr Smith explained: “The defendant, who 
was behind the wheel, recognised Pc Pugh and 
drove off leaving the other man looking quite 
shocked with a petrol pump nozzle in his hand. 
The Seat struck the officer a glancing blow 
while hitting the open driver’s door through 
which Pc Pugh was leaving the vehicle.” 

The incident caused a pre existing problem 
to flare up in a disc in the victim’s back necessi¬ 
tating eight weeks off work. Coffin insisted that 
he had not intended to hurt the man. 

The defendant was driving a VW Passat 
when finally arrested after a high speed chase 
through Tipton and Oldbury during which he 
drove through red traffic lights on July 3. He 
has been dealt with separately for that offence. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, defending, said: “He 
is a man who likes cars even though he doesn’t 
have a proper licence.” 

Coffin, of no fixed address, who had 15 previ¬ 
ous convictions involving 27 separate offences, 
pleaded guilty to assaulting Pc Pugh, driving 
dangerously in Sainsbury’s car park and dam¬ 
aging the driver’s door of an unmarked police 
car. He was jailed for 15 months and banned 
from driving for a year by Recorder Ciaran 
Rankin.

IT looks like Dudley will be retaining 
its status as Britain’s largest town or 
city without a rail link after the council 
dropped plans for a light shuttle service 
from Dudley Port station. A shame they 
couldn’t tell us before the local elections, 
but there you go. 

Yet again, it seems to be talk about 
extending the Midland Metro which has 
thrown a spanner in the works. Just like 
it was in the mid-1990s, when the coun¬ 
cil shelved proposals for the return of a 
proper railway link to the town, in favour 
of this elusive tram scheme. 

In the meantime, sites along the pro¬ 
posed Metro route have been blighted 
with numerous attempts at regeneration 
hindered by the need to keep the route 
clear. Forgive my scepticism, but heavy 
electric trams are a 1920s solution to a 
1990s transport problem. 

The Metro scheme will cost £300 mil¬ 
lion, which will probably never material¬ 
ise. It will also cause years of disruption 
to the Black Country road system, and 
affect many homes and businesses along 
the way. And by the time it sees the light 
of day, it will probably be about as up-to- 
date as a Sandie Shaw LP. 

I very much doubt we will ever see the 
Midland Metro link from Wednesbury to 
Dudley, and frankly, I’m not sure I want 
to. I fear the main beneficiaries will not be 
the struggling town centres of the Black 
Country, but the areas that have already 
done pretty well out of regeneration pol¬ 
icy. 

The light shuttle service would have 
cost a fraction of the Metro, and could 
have been up and running within three 
years. A real missed opportunity.

THE sudden jolt, crunch of crum¬ 
bling tarmac, and the thud of your 
car’s suspension clattering - pot¬ 
holes cause misery on the roads 
every single day. 

There are an incredible 31,000 pot¬ 
holes awaiting repair on Britain’s roads 
across nearly 12,000 miles of roads. 

And it is estimated they cause as many as 
one in 10 mechanical failures on our roads, 
costing motorists an estimated £730 million 
every year. 

The national outrage at potholes has even 
led to the creation of a National Pothole Day 
by the website Street Repairs which takes 
place on January 15. 

Freezing 

The Government says it is investing more 
than ever to tackle the state of our roads - 
creating the first ever pothole fund. This year 
the Black Country and Staffordshire will get 
£1.5m to fill potholes. However, this has been 
described as a ‘drop in the ocean’ by council 
bosses. 

Britain’s climate makes it especially suscep¬ 
tible to potholes caused by water expanding as 
it freezes before melting. The road network 
has benefited from a record mild winter but 
the start to 2016 was not so welcoming. 

Temperatures plummeted, bringing freez¬ 
ing conditions across the country. 

Authorities are currently pay out more 
than £30 million in compensation claims due 
to poor roads. And new research reveals that 
seven in 10 experienced drivers think roads 
have got noticeably worse over the years they 
have been driving, with four out of five believ¬ 
ing potholes and cracks are not fixed as quickly 
as they used to be. 

A survey of nearly 10,000 over-50s by Saga 
Car Insurance found the majority of older mo¬

torists thought poor maintenance meant driv¬ 
ing conditions had got worse in recent years. 

Just one in 10 said road conditions had im¬ 
proved in their lifetime. 

Sue Green, head of car insurance at Saga, 
said: “Around nine out of 10 over-50s drive 
regularly so it’s not surprising they have great 
insight about the state of the UK’s roads. Peo¬ 
ple shouldn’t have to play Russian roulette 
with their suspension.” 

As well as potentially damaging cars, pot¬ 
holes can be dangerous and even deadly for 
cyclists and motorcyclists. 

In January, a mother-of-three died after hit¬ 
ting a pothole in the road which was due to be 
repaired by a council. Triathlete Kate Vanloo, 
52, rode into the water-filled hole in Napton- 
on-the-Hill, Warwickshire, and was struck by 
a car after being thrown into the road. 

The road was reportedly due to have been 


resurfaced before Christmas but the work was 
postponed. The pothole had been filled within 
48 hours of the tragedy. 

The Chancellor George Osborne announced 
a £250m pothole fund in his autumn state¬ 
ment as part of a package of measures to im¬ 
prove the country’s creaking transport system. 

Britain has more than 31,000 potholes 
awaiting repair on nearly 12,000 miles of 
roads, according to a report published in No¬ 
vember. 

The blighted roads would cover the distance 
from London to Wellington in New Zealand - 
roughly half way round the Earth. 

A typical pothole measured 0.4 square me¬ 
tres and the average repair bill to cars for 
damage was £267, the research by insurer LV 
found. 

The number of unfilled potholes could be 
higher, as only two-thirds of all councils re¬ 


sponded to the insurer’s Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion requests. 

The research found drivers in the North 
East were most likely to suffer damage to their 
vehicles because of potholes, with 19 per cent 
having been affected, followed by 18 per cent 
of those in the West Midlands and 17 per cent 
in London. 

In Wolverhampton, the council repairs more 
than 3,000 potholes every year. During 2014, 
the city council was awarded a cash windfall of 
£500,000 to fix thousands of potholes as part 
of a total £6.6m potholes cashpot shared with 
other Black Country and Staffordshire author¬ 
ities. 

Prime Minister David Cameron even singled 
Wolverhampton out for praise. “Wolverhamp¬ 
ton has shown it is one of the leading areas in 
the country in its determination to beat pot¬ 
holes and is receiving extra cash as a result,” 
he said. 

But compensation payments to damaged 
cars remain a a big pressure on the public 
purse. More than £lm has been paid out to 
drivers in Sandwell for damage caused to their 
cars by potholes. 

Ravaged 

Around 200 claims from motorists were set¬ 
tled by Sandwell Council between 2011 and 
2015. Last year, council workmen filled in 
more than 2,000 holes on the borough’s rav¬ 
aged roads. 

Potholes cost taxpayers in Staffordshire 
more than £58,000 in compensation for dam¬ 
aged cars in a single year. 

Staffordshire was ranked the 15th worst 
in the country for cars damaged by potholes 
after it was revealed a total of 875 claims were 
made in 2013-14, resulting in a pay-out of 
£58,314. However, the figures, released by the 
RAC Foundation, also showed this amount is 
significantly lower than the compensation re¬ 
leased in 2012-13, which saw £94,866 paid out 
by Staffordshire County Council. 

In Dudley, there were 185 successful claims 
from motorists whose vehicles were damaged 
by potholes across the borough between Octo¬ 
ber 1, 2012, to October 1, 2015. 

The figures, revealed by a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request, show the authority has had to 
shell out £40,322 in that period.

A magical history tour

IT looks like a scene from Night at 
the Museum, but this is part of the 
mammoth collection of artefacts that 
have been amassed from nine differ¬ 
ent locations. 

The Museum Collections Centre in Bir¬ 
mingham, houses around 80 per cent of 
the artefacts in the Birmingham Museums 
Trust and holds over 800,000 pieces. 

With a focus on Birmingham and the West 
Midlands, visitors often find themselves lost 
down memory lane, and sometimes physically 


lost, since the site spans one-and-a-half hectares. 

And, with such a large collection, it’s no sur¬ 
prise that some of the artefacts are massive - in 
some cases weighing well over 5,000 kg. 

While there are plenty of stuffed animals, 
the centre has some pretty bizarre finds, no¬ 
tably a giant spider crab which, according to 
Emily Locke, a collections support officer, is 
gargantuan. She said: “The oldest artefacts we 
have here are prehistoric stone tools, which are 
around two-and-a-half million years old and 
made by early humans. “Among the 800,000 
objects, we have some special pieces that range 
from the massive to bizarre. While there’s a 


steamroller which is certainly one of the heavier 
pieces, we’ve also got the giant spider crab. 

“We are constantly making sure that we care 
for the different collections in the right way, 
though. We have to monitor the light, tempera¬ 
ture and humidity levels throughout the building 
and make sure that there aren’t any pests. 

“I really enjoy just being able to spend time 
down in the store with the collection - I love 
sharing the moments when we manage to un¬ 
cover the story behind an object. Safe-keeping, 
and being able to access our cultural heritage, is 
a fundamental part of why we do it - so people 
can know our shared history.”

PCSO Louis still on the

AT 71, Louis Martindale-Vale 
is Britain’s oldest communi¬ 
ty support officer, but he still 
walks a marathon a day when 
out on the beat. 

The beat bobby from Great 
Barr, has patrolled Erdington 
High Street for nine years and has 
been a regular sight giving chase 
to the area’s yobs. 

While he could be putting his feet 
up for retirement, Louis is happier 
pounding the streets. 

Thanks to his persistent policing 
and interaction with his ward, the 
crime rate has plummeted since he 
donned the high vis jacket and cap. 

And although Erdington police sta¬ 
tion has plenty of tea and coffee in 
case Louis is parched while doing the 
rounds, he’d much rather hang out in 
the window of a local cafe - so he can 
keep a watchful eye on the patch. 

Foundations 

According to Louis, he was suited to 
a career in policing, thanks to his 15 
year stint in the Royal Navy as a Petty 
Officer in the Fleet Air Arm. 

A keen boxer in his youth, Louis 
volunteered to go on shore patrols 
making sure his fellow seamen toed 
the line and reckons it laid the foun¬ 
dations for his lengthy public service. 

Louis said: “I’ll walk around 25 
miles when I’m out on the beat, about 
the equivalent of a marathon - I’ve 
seen the pedometers before. 

“Because I have been out on the 
beat for nine years, I know everyone 
in the area now and they know me. 

“I used to box in the Royal Navy 
and would also help out on the shore 
patrols so when it came to turning my 
hand to policing I felt like it was a nat¬ 
ural extension. 

“I’ve got no plans on hanging up my 
uniform anytime soon - I’m just as fit 
as the younger officers when it comes

to the tests we have to take. They’ll 
often say to me ‘I hope I’m in as good 
shape at your age’. 

“I’ve lost count of the number of 
suspects I’ve had to chase down over 
the years - I’m still quick enough on 
my feet though to catch them. 

“When I first started on the beat, 
when I spotted a known shoplifter, 
I’d have to run up and down the high 
street ducking into the shops to let 
them know - these days, we’ve got 
radio so it’s much easier on my feet.”

Moore, from West Midlands Police, 
paid tribute to the long-serving PCSO 
and said: “Louis is a leading member 
of our neighbourhood policing team in 
Erdington.

“Louis defies his advancing years by 
electing to work during the busiest pe¬ 
riods. He is an absolutely superb role 
model for others and an inspiration to 
anyone who wants to serve their com¬ 
munity.”

PEOPLE who regularly use the Midland Met¬ 
ro tram line to get around the West Midlands 
have complained about the lack of air condi¬ 
tioning in the carriages during hot weather. 

The complaints come as the UK experienced two 
of the hottest days so far this year, with tempera¬ 
tures reaching a sweltering 21 degrees or more. 


Some passengers have 
even collapsed in the heat. 
The air conditioning, which 
is fitted as standard on all 
Metro services, appeared 
not to be working, even 
when it is switched on, ac¬ 
cording to some passengers. 

Taking their complaints 
to Twitter on a special page 
called Midland Metroll, one 
traveller, Chris Bates said: 
“The conductor this morn¬ 
ing didn’t open the window. 
Is it not just standard prac¬ 
tice in summer?” 

On May 8, the hottest 
day of the year so far, Matt 
Metroll said: “26 degrees 
and the air con still not 
working. Makes you won¬ 
der if the ‘new’ metros even 
have it.” 

Some passengers believe 
that the windows can only 
be opened within the car¬ 
riages as long as the doors 
are closed. However, this 
has done little to relieve

some passengers’ experi¬ 
ence of the heat. Tweeting 
on Friday, even after a spell 
of hot weather had come to 
an end, Phillip Eddington 
said: “I would like to know 
why it seems so hard to get 
some windows open on the 
trams.” 

Ah Bell, of Midland 
Metro, said: “All trams have 
heating and cooling systems. 
Tram conductors can open 
the windows. But we ask 
them to check the perfor¬ 
mance of the air condition¬ 
ing first.” 

Chief Executive of Bus 
Users UK - Claire Walters, 
said: “Our advice to anyone 
experiencing difficulties on 
a tram or bus would be to 
talk to the driver to find out 
if there’s anything that can 
be done to improve condi¬ 
tions..” 


Bravery award for 
stab attack heroine

‘INSIDE I was panicking but I just had to do it’ - the words 
of inspirational teenager Faye Cartwright who came to the 
aid of a young girl after she was stabbed in a Black Country 
high street. 

Faye rushed into action after hearing the 10-year-old’s 
mother screaming for help, managing to stem the bleeding 
and keep the victim calm as they waited for paramedics to 
arrive. The 16-year-old was out shopping in West Brom¬ 
wich in December when she heard the commotion and said 
she just knew she had to help. 

Faye’s story was one of many told at the Pride of Tipton 
awards, honouring acts of bravery and people who go be¬ 
yond the call of duty in other ways. Lifesavers and commu¬ 
nity champions from the town were invited to a ceremony 
last Wednesday at the RSA Academy, Bilston Road. Former 
RSA pupil Faye, who was given the Outstanding Bravery 
Award, said: “The mum came running and screaming 
saying her daughter was going to die. I raised her leg and 
wrapped my T-shirt around it and phoned an ambulance.” 

The young girl had been injured by a Stanley knife but 
details about what happened are not known. 


Catalogue of failings 
laid bare at academy 



George Salter Academy, which has been branded as ‘inadequate’ 


VULNERABLE pupils poten¬ 
tially at risk, haphazard at¬ 
tendance records and unfit 
safeguarding policies are 
just some of the issues high¬ 
lighted in a damning Ofsted 
report. 

George Salter Academy in West 
Bromwich has been branded ‘in¬ 
adequate’ and put into special 
measures after a visit from the 
schools watchdog. 

The full extent of issues at the 
school is laid bare in the 10-page dos¬ 
sier compiled after an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion in March. 

Leaders at the Davey Road estab¬ 
lishment have been skewered by in¬ 
spectors for being ‘unaware’ of how to 
safeguard youngsters from ‘extremism 
or radicalisation’. 

Disruptive 

The academy was ranked inade¬ 
quate by inspection chiefs in three 
areas, while school leaders faced se¬ 
vere criticism over both their leader¬ 
ship and management. 

One of the main areas of inspectors’ 
ire was the collection of records at the 
school - which leaves teachers not 
knowing if pupils’ disruptive behav¬ 
iour is improving. The report states: 
“The school records behaviour-related 
incidents electronically, which allows 
information about the number of inci¬ 
dents of different types to be collated 
as required. However, the analysis of 
this information is inadequate. 

“Consequently, leaders do not know 
whether different aspects of behav¬ 
iour, such as disruption in lessons, are 
getting better or worse over time.” 

The way in which pupils’ attend¬ 
ance is recorded was also blasted as 
‘disorganised’ and described as being 
‘a serious safeguarding issue’. Gover¬ 


nors and the academy’s sponsor are 
not immune from criticism - with in¬ 
spectors saying their actions have left 
the school’s policies unfit for purpose. 
The behaviour of teachers is criticised 
in the report. This states: “Teachers 
have not had the necessary safeguard¬ 
ing and child protection training. The 


school’s safeguarding policy is not fit 
for purpose.” 

Three areas of effectiveness were 
rated as good with pupils praised for 
making ‘good academic progress.’ A 
school spokesman said: “The sponsor 
has taken decisive action to address 
the concerns raised.”

In these cases 
we are interested in understanding 
whether there may be opportunities to 
adjust the level of service at stations 
which might enable wider benefits to 
be delivered elsewhere.

“For example, reducing the number 
of stops required at intermediate sta¬ 
tions could enable reductions in the 
overall journey time to Birmingham, 
Manchester, Liverpool or Glasgow or 
for potential new journeys to be of¬ 
fered.” 

Independent campaigning group, 
Railfuture, said it was generally 
against any measure which reduced 
the amount of stops on long-distance 
services. 

The existing InterCity West Coast 
franchise is due to end in April 2018.

Exhibition will Click with indie fans 
hoping to rekindle music memories 


UNSEEN photographs of Black 
Country rock bands have been 
revealed as part of an exhibition 
documenting the music scene in 
the 1980’s. 

The exhibition, called Ts There An¬ 
yone Out There?’, is being held at Bir¬ 
mingham City University’s Parkside 
Gallery and explores the history of the 
city’s ‘The Click Club’, which was lo¬ 
cated on Broad Street. 

There will be a collection of original pho¬ 
tographs, film footage, posters, audio re¬ 
cordings and eyewitness accounts exploring 
different bands that performed there. 

Among them will be Black Country bands 
‘Pop Will Eat Itself and ‘Ned’s Atomic 
Dustbin’, which both formed in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Pop Will Eat Itself formed in 1986 and 
achieved Top 40 hits with ‘Can U Dig It?’ 
and ‘Wise Up! Sucker’ from their album, 
‘This Is the Day...This Is the Hour...This

Is This!’ Ned’s Atomic Dustbin formed the 
following year. 

In April 1991 they released their album 
‘God Fodder’, which reached number 4 in 
the UK top 40 albums chart. 

Other bands featuring in the exhibition 
include Blur, Primal Scream and Bjork. 

Showcased 

The exhibition draws upon the personal 
archive of music promoter and photogra¬ 
pher Dave Travis - where thousands of 
photographs taken at the club between 
1986 and 1990 will be showcased. 

It marks 30 years since the club, located 
at ‘Burberries on the Street’ nightclub on 
Broad Street, opened. 

Travis said: “Steve Coxon and I started 
The Click Club out of frustration at having 
to travel all over the Midlands to see the 


bands that we liked or that we were review¬ 
ing for the music press. 

“We thought that it would be an ideal 
situation if we stayed where we were and 
the bands came to us. Birmingham was very 
different in the 1980s; most of the clubs 
stipulated a ‘smart dress’ policy and as a 
result the nights I and my friends could go 
to were limited. 

“The Click Club operated a ‘no smart 
dress’ policy although it was always more 
of an attitude restriction.” 

The club showcased a wide variety of acts 
during its lifetime which reflected the var¬ 
ied culture of indie music such as Primal 
Scream, We’ve Got a Fuzzbox and We’re 
Gonna Use It, and The Mighty Lemon 
Drops. 

It also supported the emergence of bands 
from the area such as The Wonder Stuff 
and Ocean Colour Scene. 

The material in the exhibition is built up 
from donations of people who attended the 
event and loaned artefacts. 

The title of the exhibition comes from the 


single Is There Anyone Out There? from 
Birmingham band Mighty Mighty that was 
released in 1986. 

Paul Long, Professor of Media and Cul¬ 
tural History at the University said: “The 
lovelorn lyric evokes the romantic angst of 
youth but also poses a question for the cu¬ 
rators of this exhibition: Who is out there 
who might know about the Click Club and 
is anyone else interested in this subject? 

“We are interested in finding out how 
people engage with the exhibition and wel¬ 
come feedback from from those who were 
part of this community as well the wider 
public of Birmingham and beyond. 

“We want to know: What is the value of 
this material? 

“What does it tell us beyond confirming 
the memories of the few individuals it con¬ 
cerned, and does such material have wider 
importance and contributions to make for 
our understanding of the past?” 

The exhibition is free to attend and runs 
until Friday, May 27, at Birmingham City 
University’s Parkside Gallery.

WEST Midlands buses will 
soon be emblazoned with Ar¬ 
abic phrases praising Allah in 
an initiative by Birmingham 
charity Islamic Relief. 

Posters on the side of buses in 
the region will carry the words 
‘Subhan Allah’, which translates 
to ‘Glory be to God’, in a bid to 
raise funds for victims of war and 
those to have suffered disasters in 
countries at war. 

The idea is to portray the Islamic 
religion in a positive light and is part 
of an advertising campaign that will 
appear nationwide. 

The scheme is set to run from May 
23, although images of the slogan 
have already surfaced across London’s 
iconic red double-deckers. It is hoping 
to coincide with Ramadan, the holy 
month of June, where Muslims tradi¬ 
tionally fast and donate to charity. 

Negative 

Imran Madden, UK Director of Is¬ 
lamic Relief, said: “In a sense this 
could be called a climate change cam¬ 
paign because we want to change the 
negative climate around international 
aid and around the Muslim commu¬ 
nity in this country. 

“International aid has helped halve 
the number of people living in extreme 
poverty in the past 15 years, and Brit¬ 
ish Muslims are an incredibly gener¬ 
ous community who give over £100 
million to international aid charities 
in Ramadan. 

“We want to celebrate the fact that 
extreme poverty has been halved and 
give thanks for the opportunity that 
Ramadan provides to give generously 
in support of people in need.” 

England cricketer Moeen Ali, who 
plays for Worcestershire, added: “This 
campaign is a great way to get people 


talking about the meaning of Rama¬ 
dan - a special month that’s not only 
about fasting but also about spiritual 
reflection and giving to those less for¬ 
tunate.” 

The campaign took to the streets 
of London a month after the capital 
named the first Muslim mayor or a 


major Western city. Newly-elected 
Sadiq Khan is the son of a bus driver. 

According to Zakat, Islamic law, 
Muslims should donate 2.5 per cent of 
their income to the poor. The charity 
Islamic Relief have aided more than 
100 million people across the world 
since being established in 1984.

Media giant new owner of 
Black Country radio station 


OLDBURY-BASED radio station Free Radio - 
the former Beacon Radio - has been sold to 
a multi-national media giant. 

Orion Media, which owns Free Radio and East 
Midlands sister station Gem, has been taken over 
by the Bauer Media Group for an undisclosed sum. 
Hamburg-based Bauer already operates stations in¬ 
cluding Kiss, Magic and Absolute Radio. 


It also has magazine titles 
such as Grazia, Empire and 
Heat, and said it now plans 
to grow the business. 

Beacon, which was based 
in Tettenhall Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, was rebranded as 
Free in 2012. The station, 
which serves Shropshire as 
well as the Black Country, 
moved the following year to 
new studios in Black Coun¬ 
try House in Rounds Green 
Road, Oldbury. 

Bauer chief executive 
Paul Keenan said: “Free 
Radio and Gem are influ¬ 
ential radio stations in one 
of the UK’s fastest growing 
regions. 

“Bauer’s desire to build 
out its extensive radio busi¬ 
ness is testament to the na¬ 
ture of the industry which 
continues to be a strong, ro¬ 
bust and growing platform, 
thriving in the always-on, 
mobile, connected world.

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Synth-pop duo 
are in harmony 



ALBUMS

WEST Midlands synth duo 
Field Harmonics seem to 
have found the common 
ground between Clannad 
and Depeche Mode on their 
sometimes magnificent, 
sometimes derivative, sec¬ 
ond album Corners. 

The electro-pop pair consist of Wol¬ 
verhampton musician and producer 
Rob Glover, from experimental outfit 
epic45, and 19-year-old singer-song- 
writer Bryony Williams. 

Highlights include the two singles 
Life and Fleron, the sombre grandeur 
of Words and epic closing track Fear. 

These People, the first album in 
six years from former Verve frontman 
Richard Ashcroft, celebrates his mel¬ 
ancholy melodic strengths whilst also 
exploring a harder electronic sound 
on opener Out Of My Body and single 
Hold On. 

The fact that Ashcroft is reunited with 
Will Malone, who helped create the 
string arrangements on classic Verve 
albums A Northern Soul, Urban Hymns 
and Ashcroft’s solo debut Alone With 
Everybody, can ensure anyone who 
counts A Song for the Lovers among 
their favourites that they are in safe 
hands. This Is How It Feels and closing 
track Songs Of Experience both have 
that langorous Ashcroft quality and, a 
few lyrical platitudes aside, this is a sol¬ 
id return to form. 

Young Norwegian DJ and produc¬ 
er Kygo (it rolls off the tongue easier 
than Kyrre Gorvell-Dahll) will make a 
considerable impact with his debut 
album Cloud Nine, as it is chock-full 
of special guest singers including John 
Legend, Foxes, Labrinth and Kodaline. 


The classically trained pianist turned 
Wireless festival headliner has already 
notched up one billion plays on Spotify 
and his album boasts three hits - Stole 
The Show featuring Parson James, 
Firestone with Conrad Sewell and Stay 
featuring teenager Maty Noyes. Raging 
featuring Kodaline will be the next. 

What these songs cleverly do is 
combine pop hooks with the feel-good 
euphoria of dance music, though like 
most current pop it tends to the bland. 

Oasis sung by Foxes and penned 
by Sia, Not Alone with Rhodes, Fic¬ 
tion featuring Tom Odell could also be 
plucked as potential hits. 

At his best Jake Webb, leader of 
Aussie trio Methyl Ethel, is like a lo- 
fi Brian Wilson. He wrote, sang and 
played everything on debut album Oh 
Inhuman Spectacle, and formed the 
band to take his music from the bed¬ 
room to the world. 

He shares a similar eclectic neo-psy- 
chedelic style with fellow Perth scene 
luminaries Tame Impala, though the 
nearest fit with Webb’s quirky atmos¬ 
pheric style is Mercury Rev circa De¬ 
serter’s Songs. 


A few tracks still have the hallmarks 
of bedroom laptop noodling but there 
are several moments of pop brilliance, 
including jangly gems Rogues and Twi¬ 
light Driving. 

Another Splash of Colour: New 
Psychedelia in Britain 1980-1985 is 

a handsome three disc boxed set from 
RPM with a detailed booklet looking at 
the mostly London based bands that 
formed this scene that developed out 
of the Mod revival and New Wave. 

There are some golden nuggets 
among the 64 tracks, including songs 
from The Attractions (minus Elvis 
Costello), The Soft Boys and their 
leader Robyn Hitchcock, Julian Cope, 
Freight Train and The Green Telescope. 
But there is also a lot of mediocre stuff 
from various Mod outfits and punks 
(Charlie Harper, Captain Sensible). 

The interesting psych revival was 
actually taking place across the Atlan¬ 
tic, featuring The Bangles, The Rain 
Parade and Prince on his Around The 
World In A Day album, and the proper 
next stage of British psychedelic rock 
came in 1989 with the arrival of The 
Stone Roses and The Charlatans.

Graffiti artist Steve brings splash of colour to 
city streets, as Jessica Labhart explains 


FROM the colourful flight 
of a hummingbird, to the 
monochrome close-up of 
a chimpanzee - the graffiti 
work of a Wolverhampton 
artist is helping to re-de- 
fine street art. 

Steve Edwards, a so-called 
‘Graff of large’ artist has been 
commissioned by community 
organisations around Wolver¬ 
hampton to transform derelict 
and unsightly walls and build¬ 
ings into works of art. 

The artist, who is 42, and lives in 
Castlecroft, completed a BA Hon¬ 


ours degree in Fine Art at Coventry 
University, graduating in 1998. 

He was a civil engineer for sev¬ 
eral years, working for Severn 
Trent as a ‘re-instator’ repairing 
footpaths and other spaces but left 
the company in 2011 to create his 
artwork. 

Mr Edwards said: “I like to focus 
on the positive things in life, rather 
than on the negative. 

“The world is dark enough. A lot 
of graffiti artists paint skulls and 


things like that but I like to do bright 
things, a lot of animals and positive 
imagery.” 

Mr Edwards’ most recent piece, 
on the boards in front of the cur¬ 
rently derelict Eye Infirmary on 
Compton Road, was inspired by 
the artist quarter’s logo and the in¬ 
side of a plant. 

“If you look at the piece” Mr Ed¬ 
wards said, “you can see a triangle 
inside a speech bubble shape. 

“The triangle is the A and the 
speech bubble is the Q - repre¬ 
senting ‘Artists Quarter.’” 

The piece was funded by Crea¬ 
tive Black Country in conjunction 
with community organisation Men¬ 
tal Spaces and Westside Artists’ 
Quarter, marking the beginning of 
various projects around Chapel 
Ash showcasing artists’ work. 

Seasonal 

The commissions came off the 
back of Mr Edward’s painting of 
the Tower Works industrial estate 
in Penn Fields before it was demol¬ 
ished. 

Last year, the artist also painted 
several murals for Dudley Zoo, in¬ 
cluding the black and white chim¬ 
panzee piece. His current project is 
painting various birds along a rail¬ 
way walk in Wolverhampton. 

Speaking of the project, Mr Ed¬ 
wards said: “I like to do seasonal 
work. So at the moment I’m focus¬ 
ing on the bird paintings for spring 
and summer. Then in the winter I

do more pencil-based work and 
smaller-scale art. 

“Before I paint anything I have a 
look on the internet for high-reso¬ 
lution images and go from there.” 

The artist can also complete his 
large-scale works in a short space 
of time. 

The one in front of the Eye In¬ 
firmary was started at around 
9.30am and done by about midday 
the same day. 

The artist is currently selling 
some of his smaller-scale painting 
and canvas work, including Cherub 
Eyes, at a pop-up gallery in Victoria 


Street in Wolverhampton, close to 
the Forbidden Planet shop. 

Mr Edwards will also be doing 
some on-the-spot painting at Ban- 
tock House, Museum and Park on 
July 23 for those interested in see¬ 
ing how he works. 

He will also shortly be availa¬ 
ble for workshops throughout the 
summer, as he is launching a series 
of art sessions for children, taking 
place in Heath Town, Wednesbury 
and Tamworth.

Don is back and 
king of the stage 

IN ancient Britain bound by 
clan loyalty and the power 
of the sword, King Lear de¬ 
cides to give up his crown. 

As he divides the kingdom between 
his daughters, family ties disinte¬ 
grate, order disappears and the land 
slides into chaos. 

Don Warrington, best known for 
his roles in TV shows including Rising 
Damp and, more recently, Death in 
Paradise, is coming back to Birming¬ 
ham’s Repertory Theatre, to play 
Shakespeare’s greatest tragic figure. 

The 64-year-old actor has won ac¬ 
claim in the title role in King Lear 
on tour, one of the productions to 
commemorate 400 years since Shake¬ 
speare’s death. Birmingham Rep, 
from tonight (Thursday) until May 28 
is the last stop for the show - a co-pro- 
duction between Manchester Royal 
Exchange Theatre and the Talawa

He has performed Shakespeare in 
Birmingham before, playing Antonio 
in The Merchant of Venice. But this 
formidable, strong lead role in a three 
hour epic is a whole new challenge. 

“It’s huge. It’s like looking at 
Mount Everest and thinking, ‘I’m 
going to try and climb that’. You’re 
trying to convey the essence of a 
human being,” says Don. 

“I have seen actors play Lear previ¬ 
ously, but I asked myself what he was 
like, and what kind of man he was. 

There are clues given in the text; he’s 
an old man who clearly has a temper. 

He’s used to ruling, and does some¬ 
thing that’s not very wise.

Booking in for anniversary of two 
of literature's great female figures 


TWO of English literature’s great 
female figures, Beatrix Potter 
and Charlotte Bronte, are com¬ 
memorated with anniversaries 
this year. 

We travel north to find out more. 
Wandering around the Lake District’s 
World of Beatrix Potter Attraction, I 
quickly forget I’ve ever grown up. 

Children and parents are lost in Beatrix’s 
delightful imaginary world, so perfectly il¬ 
lustrated in her books. I traipse through a 
reconstruction of the Peter Rabbit garden 
with glee, spying Jemima Puddle-Duck and 
a bronze statue of three children unveiled 
by Renee Zellweger in 2006. 

The Windermere attraction is gearing up 
to commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
Beatrix’s birth with a series of events, in¬ 
cluding a live-action show of her stories per-

formed during the summer months. 

In fact, attractions ah over the region 
have plans to honour the early 20th century 
children’s author. 

Continuing my journey across Lake Win¬ 
dermere, I stop at the Beatrix Potter Gal¬ 
lery in Hawkshead where originals of her 
intricate watercolour illustrations are on 
display. 

The inspiration for many of her stories 
was her beloved home Hill Top, in nearby 
Sawrey. Here I learn some intriguing facts 
about the author who I had always pre¬ 
sumed was a kind old lady, fond of children 
and animals. 

She was in fact a shrewd businesswoman 
and her books were merely a revenue 
stream to acquire and maintain a sizeable 
real estate portfolio in the Lake District. 


She eventually bequeathed a number of the 
properties to the National Trust in her will. 

Copies of Beatrix’s stories have been care¬ 
fully placed around the house, bookmarked 
at pages where a room or items in it fea¬ 
ture. Returning to the grown-up world, my 
journey ends at the adjacent Tower Bank 
Arms, a pub owned by the National Trust 
but managed independently. The manager 
gives me a lengthy spiel about the wide 
range of ales available. 

Quaint 

Moving on . . . strolling along Haworth’s 
main street, I stop every few metres for a 
photo of the quaint stone shop fronts and 
postcard-worthy views over the Yorkshire 
Moors. I find it hard to imagine the village 
was once a crowded industrial town and a 
cesspool of death and disease during the 
early 19th century period, when English lit¬ 


erature’s great Bronte sisters lived here. At 
that time, the average age of death was 24. 
The girls’ father, Patrick, played a pivotal 
role in helping clean up the village’s water 
supply. But his own children failed to bene¬ 
fit, as they passed away before him. 

His valiant efforts are documented at 
the Bronte Parsonage, the Bronte’s former 
family home, now a museum. I visit to find 
out more about the tragedy-tinged lives of 
Charlotte, Emily, Anne and their brother 
Bran well. 

It’s 200 years since Charlotte was born, 
and a special exhibition aims to further ex¬ 
plore her life. Each night the sisters would 
meet at the dining table to comment on 
each other’s work. Their portable writing 
tables are on display, along with the chair 
on which Emily succumbed to illness in 
1848, only 12 months after her only novel, 
Wuthering Heights, was published.

The SUV, or sports utility vehicle, is some¬ 
thing of a phenomenon, driving car sales 
across the world to dizzying new heights. 

They’ve been around for years, of course, but what 
was once the reserve of farmers and foresters is now 
mass market transport - particularly the latest ‘com¬ 
pact’ variety. 

Off-road prowess has, in most cases, given way to a style 
of car with tall, SUV looks but which is often two-wheel drive 
only and is aimed at drivers who won’t ever venture into the 
wild. 

In the last few years virtually every manufacturer has 
brought a new compact SUV to the market and yet buyers 
don’t seem to be spoiled for choice: sales were up across 
the board by a whole 25 per cent in the first quarter of this 
year. 

Now Audi has raised the bar with a new, high perfor¬ 
mance version of its Q3 crossover, bearing the iconic RS 
badge which has denoted the ultimate model in the range 
for the past 25 years. 

To be precise, it’s the RS Q3 Performance 2.5 TFSI: a 
long name which perhaps goes some way to justifying its 
£47,850 price tag. 

That and the fact that it could fairly be described as the 
ultimate compact SUV, a car which sneers at hot hatchbacks 
and would give supercars costing two, three or four times as 
much a run for their money. 

The price isn’t the only number which impresses: 367Ps 
of power, 465Nm of torque, 0 to 62mph in 4.4 seconds and 
a top speed electronically limited to 155mph. 

It’s a bit of a beast, but a comparatively tame one which 
is rremarkably civilised to drive - especially if like me your 
old enough to remember ‘hot’ cars of yesteryear which were 
noisy, posssessed few creature comforts and had suspen¬ 
sion hard enough to loosen your fillings over a typical British 
B-road. 


Refined 

While its interior dimensions are not too dissimilar from 
its cousin the Golf, it is smooth and refined, and the most 
luxuriously equipped of the Q3 range. 

Press the accelerator a little harder, for example for a 
quick overtake (and believe me, they’re quick!) and you will 
be concsious of the sonorous exhaust growl from the 2.5 
litre, five cylinder turbocharged engine. 

But in normal cruise mode, the engine has such a surfeit 
of power in reserve it’s barely breathing heavily: it would be 
easy to forget the potency under your right foot. The sev¬ 
en-speed Tiptronic automatic transmission is particularly re¬ 
sponsive and you’ll rarely if ever feel the need to flick it over 
into manual mode. 

It’s braking power is impressive, too, with huge 365mm 
ventilated ‘wave’ discs and eight piston calipers hiding be¬ 
hind the 20-inch alloy wheels. 

A new, bespoke sports suspension system and variable 
electric power steering (with 2.7 turns from lock to lock) 
means the Q3 is as agile as a lowered high performance 
hatchback, with a quick turn-in and excellent road holding. 

The Performance model does sit 25mm lower than a 
standard Q3, which would reduce its off-road potential: but 
that’s not, of course it’s intended domain and the well-prov¬ 
en quattro four wheel drive system is there to give you 
traction and grip, controlling the power in a variety of road 
conditions, 

This model can be readily identified by various RS styling 
touches (and of course badges), and aerodynamic features 
such as the rear diffuser, RS rear spoiler, special bumpers 
with larger air intakes, side flaps and a funnel-shaped front 
splitter. 

The interior is kitted out in the premium car bracket, with 
heated and electrically adjustable front seats in soft alcan- 
tara and leather, multi-function sports steering wheel, sporty 
aluminium pedals, high quality trim, privacy glass in the 
rear, a premium, ten-speaker audio system, central control 
screen with satellite navigation, dual zone climate control, 
cruise control, and parking sensors at the front and rear. 

The car, like its lower-powered siblings, will accommo¬ 
date five adults and there’s a fairly generous 356 litres of 
booth space (1,261 litres if you fold the rear seats down). 

Running costs for a high performance car aren’t bargain 
basement, but on official figures the RS Q3 

Performance is capable of averaging just over 32mpg, 
with a C02 rating of 203g/km. 

No-one expects the RS Performance to be the biggest 
seller in the Q3 range - no flagship model is - but it has the 
distinctive looks to set it apart from the mass of crossover 
models on our roads. 

And the hardcore performance to justify its name and sta¬ 
tus as number one in its field.

Fiat back 
in fight 
for sales 
with Tipo

IN 1989 Kia and Hyundai were selling mod¬ 
est numbers of cars on the strength of a low 
price and decently full equipment levels. 

That year Fiat was celebrating the crowning of its Tipo as 
European Car of the Year and the future for this family-sized 
hatch looked rosy. The successor would surely be better 
still. 

But it never happened. In the 27 years since then the Ital¬ 
ian car giant shrunk its range so the tiny 500 now makes the 
money and Kia and Hyundai no longer make cheap cars, 
selling instead on value for money. 

But now - roll of drums - the next Tipo has arrived and it’s 
built in Turkey to keep costs down and is coming to the UK 
in September, starting at £12,995 and looking to take on the 
likes of Kia and Hyundai by costing less and offering more. 
How about that for table turning. 

At the world press launch of the car - ironically in an emp¬ 
ty factory in Turin that once made Fiat diesel engines - there 
was no lack of marketing hype (there never is), promising 
us that the Tipo is the best value for money on the market. 

We shall see, but first signs are promising. It drives like a 
dearer car, looks smart in a modern mid-European way and 
comes well kitted out for the money. 

But so does the Hyundai i30, to pluck one obvious com¬ 
petitor from the back of your favourite car magazine. 

In mainland Europe, where a saloon version of the Tipo 
has been on sale for a while, they’ve sold more than 22,000 
of them already, helped by a starting price in Spain of 
£10,200 (even less after a scrappage scheme for old cars, 
remember that?). 

But back to the Tipo in the metal, where we discover a car 
genuinely spacious enough for a six-footer to sit comfortably 
behind himself and boots that range from big in the hatch 
to enormous in the estate. Both are best in class, says Fiat. 

We won’t be seeing the saloon in the UK because nobody 
buys them at this end of the market, reserving obvious boots 
for bigger more prestigious machines with German or Jag¬ 
uar badges. 

Fewer private buyers are going for hatches or estates ei¬ 
ther, being lured into SUVs instead, but there are evidently 
enough loyal hatchers to persuade Fiat to invest millions of 
euros to reenter the market. 

In the UK we will have three grades of trim - names to be 
decided - with even the entry level having standard kit that 
includes air conditioning, remote central locking, front elec¬ 
tric windows, six airbags, DAB radio, Bluetooth and steering 
wheel remote controls. 

The Station Wagon adds £1,000 to the bill as well as roof 
bars and electric rear windows. 

A good sat nav system is a reasonable £500 extra with 
either body shape. 

Move up a trim level ((for £1,000) and sat nav drops to 
£250 because a touch screen infotainment system comes 
as standard anyway, along with alloy wheels, parking sen¬ 
sors and cruise control. 

Another £1,000 (spot the easily grasped ‘price walks’?) 
brings us to the top grade, with an increased goodies’ count 
that includes sat nav with traffic service, bigger alloys, rear 
view camera, auto lights and wipers and climate control. 

We will be offered five engines, three petrol (two 1.4s and 
al .6 litres) and a pair of diesels, 1.3 and 1.6 litres, with this 
smelly fuel duo likely to be the bigger sellers in the UK. 

Two different automatic gearboxes are offered, depend¬ 
ing on your engine choice, and a decently precise manual 
six-speed comes as standard. 

The more powerful, 120 horsepower diesel (£17,995 in 
top hatch trim), pulls well and is quiet from start-up, which 
is far from common. 

It also showed 49mpg after an ‘honest’ test route with 
steep hills, lots of hairpins and lots of stop/start town work. 
So, it’s not going to cost a fortune to run. 

The Tipo rides well too, with a firmly controlled feel and 
you can detect the special attention Fiat has given the steer¬ 
ing, which remains feelsome and pleasantly direct. As ever 
with the brand, a button makes it lighter for city work, but, as 
ever, seems redundant. 

Jumping into a 1.6 110 horsepower petrol (£16,995 in 
hatch mid-trim level) the extra eagerness of the engine to 
rev was a spur to enjoy the scenic and mildly demanding 
test route, where the car was a lively, willing companion. It 
showed 36mpg on the clear trip computer, part of a eas¬ 
ily read dash that comes complete with big digital speed 
readout. 

Finally, some random details of the newcomer: it has mul¬ 
tiple storage compartments scattered round the cabin, the 
estate will take an object 1.8 metres long, thanks to a body 
stretched 20cms over the hatch, the rear seats flop forward 
easily but leave a load floor that is not completely flat... and 
you can keep up with world news from Reuters in mid range 
models and above, thanks to a smartphone app. 

Good news all round for Fiat? The signs look encourag¬ 
ing.

World T20 competition - won by the West Indies - 
and Askey is keen to see how his troops measure up 
as they try to emulate Danielle Wyatt and Georgia 
Elwiss, both of whom progressed through the Staffs 
ranks and have gone on to represent their country. 

“They will be playing against England stars this 
summer and there is no doubt it is going to be tough 
for them,” added Askey. 

“But they are a pretty resilient and determined 
bunch and they are looking forward to the challenge. 

“Danielle Wyatt and Georgia Elwiss have both gone 
on to play for England and it’s a great incentive for 
them. 

Strategies 

“We will be facing some great opposition and some 
quality players and that is what you want to be doing. 

“We have been running various sessions through¬ 
out the winter and we are now focusing on various 
strategies that we will need. 

“The level of fitness in the top division will be bet¬ 
ter and there will be a greater intensity to the games. 

“The players at this level will be a lot more consist¬ 
ent. We will need to be more patient in our approach.” 

Berkshire, Kent, Middlesex, Somerset, Surrey, 
Sussex, Warwickshire and Yorkshire will provide the 
championship opposition this summer while Staffs 
will lock horns with Durham, Essex, Hampshire, 
Somerset, Surrey, Wales and Worcestershire in the 
T20 competition.

JASON Welborn’s hopes of a third crack 
at a British title have been left in jeop¬ 
ardy after his shock setback at Walsall 
Football Club. 

Welborn was surprisingly defeated by 
journeyman William Warburton at Wal¬ 
sall Football Club on Saturday night, 
writes James Eley. 

Rowley Regis’ Welborn was only back 
in action for the six-rounder because 
he’d destroyed Michal Voyska in 56 
seconds - his first welterweight bout 
for over three years last month. But 
the 30-year-old was abject and paid the 
price, outpointed by one round for his 
first defeat which wasn’t a title fight for 
10 years. 

He really struggled with the long 
reach of Warburton. A couple of over¬ 
hand rights gave Welborn heart, but he 
took some striking body shots from War¬ 
burton in the final round who claimed a 
well-earned 58-57 victory. 

Former British Lightweight champ 
Walsall’s Martin Gethin, had to work 
hard for his points success. ‘The Quiet 
Man’ was in action for the first time in 
14 months up at light welter, rolling over 
the plucky Alexander ‘Fonz’ Anderson 
39-37. 

Gethin, 32, controlled most of proceed¬ 
ings but also absorbed some powerful 
hooks.

Klopp’s second string, to give the fans some res¬ 
pite from that gruelling, grinding football before 
it starts up again next season. 

But once again, this Albion team failed to de¬ 
liver on the entertainment stakes, doing just 
enough to get by, but not nearly enough to excite. 
Salomon Rondon and Jonathan Leko were by far 
the most threatening players on the pitch. 

The Venezuelan notched his 10th goal of the 
season with a well-taken drilled shot. 

Considering how isolated he has been, and how 
few goals the club has scored, it’s a decent return 
from his first season in England. 

But it’s the striker’s overall hustle and bustle,
